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REPORT 


During the month of January 1929 there was a severe epidemic of influenza in 
Glasgow and some of the neighbouring towns, and the effect of this epidemic is 
evident in some of the statistical figures now put forward. ‘To it may be attributed 
the high recorded death-rates in Glasgow, Paisley, Greenock, Coatbridge and 
Clydebank, high infantile mortality rates in Glasgow and Clydebank, and high death- 
rates from respiratory diseases in Glasgow, Coatbridge, Greenuck and Paisley. 

During the month of January 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4318 living children, of whom 2255 
were males, and 2063 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of male children is 203 more, of female children 127 more, and of 
children of both sexes 330 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 21:0 per thousand, 
which rate is 2°5 more than that of the previous month, but 0-4 less than the 
January average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 20-7, and ranged from 
29°0 in Falkirk, 26°9 in Greenock, and 24°2 in Coatbridge, to 14°6 in Dunfermline, 
15:1 in Kirkcaldy and 15-8 in Perth. In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 22°6, 
in Clydebank 22:6, in Ayr 21°7, in Hamilton 21°3, in Kilmarnock 20°; in Paisley 
20:1, in Aberdeen 19°5, in Motherwell and Wishaw 19:3, in Dundee 19:2, and in 
Edinburgh 18:0. 

Of the 4318 children whose births were registered during the month, 4030, 
or 93°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 288, or 6°7 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 311 more than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 19 more. The illegitimate rate of the month is 
the same as that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 9:5 per cent. in Aberdeen, 9:1 in Edinburgh, and 9:1 in 
Kilmarnock, to 0-0 in Falkirk and 2°3 in Perth. In Glasgow this rate was 6°7, and 
in Dundee 5:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1888, and

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equalled a marriage-rate of 9:2 per thousand. These marriages are 155 fewer than 
registered in December. ‘This rate is 0’8 less than that of December, and 1:1 less 
than the January average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate 
averaged 7:8, and varied from 11:1 in Perth, 10°4 in Glasgow, 9°3 in Aberdeen, and 
9:1 in Edinburgh, to 4:°7 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 5°6 in Ayr, and 6°1 in 
Clydebank. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 6479, which is 3400 
more than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons 
dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, 
the corrected number is found to be 6305, and to include the deaths of 3033 males 
and 3272 females. The corrected number of deaths is 3414 more than that of the 
previous month, that of males being 1565 more and of females 1849 more. 


The monthly death-rate of these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 30°7 per thousand, which rate is 16°6 more than that 
of the previous month, and 14°1 more than the January average. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 23°8, and varied from 41°5 in Glasgow, 34°6 
in Greenock, 32°3 in Coatbridge and 31:2 in Paisley, to 13:1 in Kirkcaldy, 16°1 in 
Falkirk, and 16:4 in Dunfermline. In Clydebank the monthly death-rate was 29°2, 
in Hamilton 22°1, in Kilmarnock 21°8, in Dundee 21°7, in Ayr 21:1, in Motherwell 
and Wishaw 20°5, in Edinburgh 19°9, in Perth 19°7, and in Aberdeen 19°]. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 755, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 176 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
344 more than in the previous month. This death-rate is 80 more than that of the 
previous month, and 58 more than the January average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 133, and varied from 233 in 
Glasgow, 231 in Clydebank, 179 in Greenock, and 171 in Hamilton, to 38 in Perth, 
63 in Falkirk, 75 in Dunfermline, and 79 in Kirkcaldy. In Dundee this death-rate 
was 161, in Ayr 150, in Coatbridge 141, in Kilmarnock 138, in Motherwell and 
Wishaw 136, in Aberdeen 129, in Paisley 118, and in Edinburgh 92. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 163, and equaled a 
death-rate of 0°8 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 83 more 
than in the previous month, but 54 less than the January average. They include 
1 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 81 from whooping-cough, 33 from 
diphtheria, and 41 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from measles number 
1 fewer than in the previous month, but those from scarlet fever number 1 more, 
from diphtheria 9 more, from the diarrheas of childhood 16 more, and from 
whooping-cough 58 more. This is the second consecutive ronth in which no death 
from enteric fever was registered in these towns. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 824, which is 775 more than in the 
previous month. In October these deaths numbered 45, in November 42, and in 
December 49. 

Deaths from xespiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 2353, and equalled a death-rate of 11°4 per 
thousand. These deaths number 1714 more than in the previous month. This 
rate is 8°3 more than that of the previous month, and 7°8 more than the January 
average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 307, of which 247 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 108 
more than in the previous month, and 83 more than the January average. The 
latter number is 101 more than that of the previous month, and 84 more than the 
January average.

Daring the first five days of the month, conditions were anticyclonic, with little 
precipitation. A depression then developed over the Bay of Biscay, and produced 
over Scotland a moderate to fresh current from south-east. On the 9th these 
conditions were changed by a depression, which appeared to westward of our 
Islands and caused appreciable rain. By the 11th anticyclonic conditions were re- 
established over Scotland, being governed by an anticyclone lying just to north- 
ward. <A few days later depressions moving southward over North Russia pushed 
this anticyclone to the westward, occasioning northerly winds and wintry showers 
over this country until the 16th, when pressure became very uniform. From the 
18th to the 20th a strong south-westerly gradient was established over the British 
Isles, bringing small amounts of rain in western districts. Subsequently, a high 
pressure in the north was the dominant feature until the 29th, when a deep 
depression over the Atlantic brought warm southerly winds and considerable rain- 
fall. The mean pressure for the month was abnormally high, the figure having 
been last exceeded in February 1891 and March 1856. 

The mean temperature was very considerably below normal (2°°9). <A cor- 
respondingly cold January last occurred in 1897 and a much colder one was that of 
1895, when mean temperature was 6°'4 below the normal. At Renfrew in January 
of the present year temperature remained below freezing point day and night for the 
first four days. Apart from temporary rises of temperature around the 9th and 18th 
to 20th, rather cold conditions persisted until 29th. 

Rainfall was deficient to the extent of nearly 50 per cent., whilst the number of 
rain days averaged only 12 against a normal of 18. In this matter the month 
contrasted strangely with January 1928, which had nearly twice the usual amount. 
Almost half of the month’s rain fell about the 29th, when many places in the west 
and south had amounts varying from one to one a half inches. 

There was a marked absence of gales, but wintry conditions were frequent and 
widespread. There were slight falls of snow locally in the first five or six days, and 
a heavier one on the 9th, with amounts ranging up to 6 inches and drifting in 
Perthshire and the higher parts of central Scotland generally. Further snow, with 
strong northerly winds and some drifting, occurred from 15th to 17th; when the 
north-eastern counties reported amounts ranging up to eight to twelve inches. 
Again on 26th to 28th appreciable snow fell in most places and lay on the higher 
ground. The thaw which supervened on 29th caused some flooding in Hast Lothian 
and parts of southern Scotland. 

In the west and central districts there was a high frequency of fog, 23 days at 
Glasgow, 17 at Perth, 15 at Stirling. The Glasgow area was wrapped in fog, often 
dense, for the first week of the month. Im the east conditions were better, but 
Arbroath had fog on 8 days. 

In Orkney the sunshine aggregate was considerably above normal, but elsewhere 
the amount was deficient by about one quarter. 

Aurora was observed at Gordon Castle on 2nd, 3rd, and 5th, and at Fort 
Augustus on 5th.

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REPORT 


In the Report dealing with the Births, Deaths and Marriages registered during 
the month of January attention was drawn to the heavy death-rates due to a severe 
epidemic of influenza. The returns for the month of February show this epidemic, 
though continuing, to have been less fatal, the death-rates generally being at a lower 
level and the number of deaths attributed both to influenza and to respiratory diseases 
being less. 

During the month of February 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3849 living children, of whom 1943 
were males, and 1906 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of male children is 312 less, that of female children 157 less, and that 
of children of both sexes 469 less. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 20:7. This 
rate is 0°3 less than that of the previous month, and 09 less than the February 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 19°6, and varied from 
26°4 in Hamilton, 25:6 in Coatbridge, and 24:2 in Clydebank, to 11'1 in Perth, 11-7 
in Dunfermline, 16°0 in Kirkcaldy, and 16:2 in Kilmarnock. In Dundee the monthly 
birth-rate was 22:2, in Glasgow 21:9, in Greenock 21:1, in Aberdeen 21:0, in Falkirk 
20-4, in Ayr 19°9, in Motherwell and Wishaw 19-0, in Edinburgh 18-8, and in Paisley 
18-7. 

Of the 3849 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3586, 
or 93:2 per cent., were legitimate, while 263, or 6°8 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month numbered 444 fewer than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children numbered 25 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the 
month is 0'1 more than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the 
illegitimate rate varied: from 10°5 per cent. in Falkirk, 10°3 in Ayr, and 10:2 in 
Greenock, to 1*2 in Hamilton, and 2‘9 in Dunfermline. In Glasgow this rate was 
6-7, in Edinburgh 68, in Dundee 7°8, and in Aberdeen 9:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1046, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 5°6 per thousand. These marriages are 842 fewer than

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registered in January. This rate is 3°6 less than that of January, and 0°8 
less than the February average. In the individual towns the marriage-rate 
averaged 4:9, and varied from 8:0 in Aberdeen, 7:1 in Perth, and 6°2 in Edinburgh 
and in Paisley, to 1°6 in Clydebank, and 3:4 in Kilmarnock. In Glasgow it was 5:8, 
and in Dundee 4:4. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 4742, which is 1737 
less than in January. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual residence in 
Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the 
corrected number is found to be 4530, and to include the deaths of 2189 males 
and 2341 females. The corrected number of deaths is 1775 less than that of the 
previous month, that of males being 844 less, and that of females 931 less. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 24°4 per thousand, which rate is 6°3 less than that 
of January, but 8°6 more than the February average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rates averaged 23°6, and varied from 31:2 in Dundee, 28:1 in Perth, 
and 27°9 in Edinburgh, to 16°6 in Coatbridge, 17:1 in Clydebank, and 20°3 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw. In Kirkcaldy the monthly death-rate was 26°7, in 
Aberdeen. 25°8, in Falkirk 25-7, in Kilmarnock 23°8, in Glasgow 23°'0, in Greenock 
22°8, in Dunfermline 22:7, in Paisley 22°2, in Hamilton 21°7, and in Ayr 21°38. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 557, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 144 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
198 fewer than registered in January. ‘This rate is 32 less than the January rate, 
but is 33 more than the February average. In the individual towns the infantile 
mortality rate of the month averaged 143, and varied from 228 in Kilmarnock, 210 
in Greenock, and 191 in Dundee, to 36 in Kirkcaldy, 66 in Coatbridge, and 89 in 
Perth. In Motherwell and Wishaw this rate was 162, in Aberdeen 159, in Clydebank 
159, in Edinburgh 150, in Dunfermline 149, in Hamilton 149, in Ayr 148, in Falkirk 
138, in Glasgow 133, and in Paisley 125. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 135, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-7 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 28 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 84 fewer than the February average. ‘They include 
1 death from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 66 from whooping- 
cough, 30 from diphtheria, and 30 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from 
whooping-cough are 15 fewer than in the previous month, from the diarrhceas of 
childhood 11 fewer, from diphtheria 3 fewer, and from scarlet fever 1 fewer, but those 
from enteric fever and measles are both 1 more. 

Deaths attributed to influenza in all numbered 600, which is 224 fewer than in the 
previous month. In October these deaths numbered 45, in November 42, and in 
December 49. In January this number rose to 824, but this month shows a decrease. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 1361, and equalled a death-rate of 7°3 per 
thousand. These deaths numbered 992 fewer than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 4°1 less than in the previous month, but is 4:1 more than the February 
average, 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 259, of which 205 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 48 
less than that of the previous month, but 26 more than the February average. The 
latter number is 42 less than that of the previous month, but 43 more than the 
February average. .

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological

FEBRUARY 1929. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°145 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°302 in. 

Mean temperature, 34°'2; less by 4°:2. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 8°:1 ; less by 2°°1. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°82; less by 1:01 in. 

Wind, direction of: a considerable excess of winds from east and south-east. 


The month opened with rather mild unsettled conditions, but meantime an 
unusually intense anticyclone moved from the east and took up a position over 
North Russia and the Baltic, Extremely cold air from Siberia flowed round this 
system and swept across central and southern Europe, and, from the 11th, across 
the British Isles. For tie first time since 1895 considerable stretches of some of 
the largest rivers in the country were frozen over. A depression over the Atlantic 
caused, from about 19th to 22nd, a temporary relaxation over Britain of the domina- 
tion of these pseudo-Siberian conditions, but a new anticyclone which developed 
over Scandinavia on the 23rd brought back the easterly winds and cold weather, 
which then continued until the end of the month. 


The mean temperature was very considerably below normal (4°:2), the outstand- 
ing feature being the exceptionally severe frost from the 11th to 19th. Asin the 
case of January 1929, one has to go back to the winter of 1895 to find a similarly 
cold month. In the mild spell at the beginning of the month a few places recorded 
maximum temperatures of 50°F. or slightly over. In the cold spell about the 
middle, screen minima between 5°F. and 10°F. were fairly numerous, the lowest 
recorded in Scotland being 0°F. on 16th at Wolfelee. The lowest temperature 
recorded on the ground was 0° on 16th at West Linton. 


Rainfall on the average was deficient by about 30 per cent., and many places had 
less than one inch, whilst the number of days of precipitation averaged 14 against a 
normal of 16. In the north-west the deficiency was very great; around the estuary 
of the Tay there was a slight excess. Most of the rain fell in the early part of the 
month. 


Gales from S.S.E. occurred generally on the 11th and in the Shetlands and 
extreme northern districts on 15th and 16th. Snow occurred on an unusual 
number of days, from 8 to 14 days between 9th and the end of month in many 
places. Considerable amounts fell on 11th and 12th; in the south-west and especially 
in Wigtownshire a gale caused serious drifting and many roads and some railways 
were blocked—a more severe storm than any experienced there for many years ; in 
the Moray and Banff districts somewhat similar conditions prevailed. Further snow 
and drifting occurred in north-eastern districts and the Orkneys and Shetlands on 
15th and 16th, and depths of 6 to 12 inches, where not drifted, were reported. 
Again around 26th snow blocked some roads in central and eastern Scotland. 


In west and central districts fog was again very prevalent, being reported in 
particular at Greenock on 16 days, including every day from 12th to 22nd. In the 
east the occurrences were limited to a few night fogs. ) 

The sunshine aggregate was in the main somewhat below normal, though 
Edinburgh, with 81 hours, was rather above the normal. 


Aurora was observed on 8th, 9th, 10th, 17th, 18th, 26th, 27th and 28th; the 
aurora of 27th having been a brilliant and widely observed display.

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DEATHS IN EACH TOWN (corrected for Transfers)—February 1929. 
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REPORT 


During the month of March 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4150 living children, of whom 2185 
were males, and 1965 females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of male children is 242 more, that of female children 59 more, and that 
of children of both sexes 301 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 20°2. This 
rate is 0°5 less than that of the previous month, and 2°9 less than the March 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rates averaged 18-8, and varied from 
22:7 in Coatbridge, 22:2 in Glasgow, and 21°8 in Greenock, to 14°0 in Dunfermline, 
14°8 in Kirkealdy, and 16-4 in Ayr. In Dundee it was 21°5,in Kilmarnock 20°8, in 
Paisley 20°7, in Motherwell and Wishaw 19°8, in Aberdeen and in Perth 19°3, in 
Clydebank 18:2, in Falkirk 16-8, in Edinburgh 16:6, and in Hamilton 16:5. 

Of the 4150 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3869, 
or 93°2 per cent., were legitimate, while 281, or 6°8 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children numbered 283 more than in the previous month, and the 
illegitimate children 18 more. The illegitimate rate for the month is the same as in 
the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate rate varied from 
14:8 in Perth, 9:4 in Ayr, and 9°0 in Kilmarnock, to 0 in Kirkcaldy, 3:8 in Paisley, 
and 5:5 in Greenock. In Glasgow this rate was 6°8, in Edinburgh 5°6, in Dundee 
8°9, and in Aberdeen 8:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1047, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 5:1 per thousand. These marriages number | more than 
in February. The marriage-rate is 0°5 below that for February, and 0°6 below 
the March average. In the individual towns the marriage-rate varied from 
9°6 in Ayr, 8°2 in Perth, and 6:8 in Aberdeen and in Dunfermline, to 1-7 in Clyde- 
bank, 2°5 in Coatbridge, and 3:1 in Greenock. In Glasgow this rate was 5:1, in 
Edinburgh 5°4, and in Dundee 3:6, 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3789, which is 953 
fewer than in February. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual residence in

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Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying 
elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the 
corrected number is found to be 3571, and to include the deaths of 1844 males 
and 1727 females. The corrected number of deaths is 959 less than that of the 
previous month, that of males being 345 less, and that of females 614 less. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 17:4 per thousand, which rate is 7:0 less than that 
of February, but 0°4 above the March average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rates averaged 16-2, and ranged from 21:8 in Aberdeen, 21:1 in Ayr, 
and 18°5 in Greenock and in Kirkcaldy, to 10-2 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 13:3 in 
Hamilton, and 13°5 in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this rate was 18-3, in Dundee 17°3, 
in Kilmarnock 16°5, in Edinburgh 16:2, in Falkirk 15:8, in Dunfermline 15:2, in 
Clydebank 15:0, in Paisley 14°6, and in Perth 14:0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 455, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 107 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
102 fewer than registered in February. This rate is 37 less than the February rate, 
and 10 less than the March, average. In the individual towns the infantile 
mortality rate of the month averaged 105, and ranged from 172 in Ayr, 148 in 
Dundee, and 141 in Aberdeen, to 50 in Kirkcaldy, 59 in Coatbridge, and 80 in 
Perth. In Greenock it was 133, in Clydebank 122, in Dunfermline 118, in Glasgow 
105, in Falkirk 97, in Kilmarnock 95, in Edinburgh 94, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
91, and in Paisley and in Hamilton 86. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 130, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-6 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 5 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 131 fewer than the March average. They include 
none from enteric fever, 3 from measles, 6 from scarlet fever, 73 from whooping- 
cough, 20 from diphtheria, and 28 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from 
whooping-cough are 7 more than in the previous month, and those from measles 
are 1 more, but those from scarlet fever number the same, from the diarrhoas of 
childhood 2 fewer, and from diphtheria 10 fewer. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 118, which is 482 fewer than in the 
previous month. In October these deaths numbered 45, in November 42, and in 
December 49. In January this number rose to 824, but fell to 600 in February and 
as above stated to 118 in March. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 845, and equalled a death-rate of 4:1 per 
thousand. These deaths numbered 2353 in January and 1361 in February. This 
death-rate is 3°2 less than in February, and 73 less than in January, but is 0-4 more 
than the March average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculosis numbered 291, of which 229 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 32 
more than that for the previous month, and 21 more than the March average. The 
latter is 24 more than in the previous month, and 42 more than the March 


average.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


MARCH 1929. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°370 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0:569 in. 


Mean temperature, 43°°4; greater by 3°'1. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 16°:2; greater by 4°°6. 

Rain, depth in inches, 0°66 ; less by 2°13 in. 

Wind, direction of: a slight excess of calms and light south-west winds. 

For the third month in succession, quiet anticyclonic conditions prevailed, in 
the main, over the British Isles. This was more markedly the case from about 
3rd to 19th and 27th to 30tb; in the remaining period depressions passing to 
northward caused some slight increase in the westerly circulation over Scotland. 


The mean pressure above quoted is the highest recorded for the month of March 
since at least 1856. 


In striking contrast to the intense cold of January and February, day tempera- 
tures in March were greatly above the normal (5°°4), night temperatures were 
slightly above normal (0°°8), and the mean daily range of temperature was remarkably 
high (16°:2 or 4°°6 above normal). Apart from the slightly cold period 13th to 
17th these conditions prevailed through most of the month. A temperature of 71° 
recorded at Gordon Castle on 27th is the highest noted in Scotland in March since 
1894. During the period 8th to llth some striking daily ranges of temperature 
were reached, as for example 41° at Eskdalemuir. 

The rainfall of the month was no less unusual, being in the mean rather under 
a quarter of the normal amount and in some places in 8.E. Scotland and around 
Aberdeen actually less than 10 per cent. of normal. At Edinburgh (Royal 
Observatory) the amount for the month was 0:20 in. A deficiency so remarkable has 
been noted in Edinburgh in March only four times in the past 150 years, namely 
in the years 1781, 1809, 1847 and 1850. In the northern and western parts of the 
country the deficiency of rainfall was not quite so remarkable, places having usually 
from 30 to 40 percent. of the normal. 


The wind reached gale force only on Ist and 31st, at one or two places on our 
north and west coasts. 


In west and central districts, with quiet conditions, fog was again very 
prevalent, being reported at Glasgow on 20 days, Greenock on 18 days and Stirling 
on 12 days. 

Sunshine aggregates were almost everywhere remarkable. Even in the fog 
area in the west they reached 120 hours, whilst in the east they exceeded 175 hours, 
or about 155 per cent. of the normal; Inverness recorded 190°6 hours, Eskdalemuir 
184°5, Leuchars (Fife) 187-2, Gordon Castle 183-7, and Nairn 182°8 hours. 


Thunder was reported on 22nd from Bangour, Thorntonhall, Glendevon, Rosyth 
and Tillicoultry. 


. Aurora was observed on 3rd, 4th, 6th, 7th, 8th, llth, 12th, 13th, 14th, 15th, 
27th and 31st.

During the month of April 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4479 living children, of whom 2311 
were males, and 2168 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of male children is 126 more, that of female children 203 more, and 
of children of both sexes 329 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 22:4 per thousand. 
This rate is 2°2 above that of the previous month, but is 0-8 less than the April 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 21:6, and varied from 
30:1 in Greenock, 27:9 in Coatbridge, and 25°6 in Clydebank, to 15:2 in Perth, 17-0 
in Falkirk, and 17-7 in Edinburgh. In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 24:4, in 
Dundee 23:9, in Paisley 23:2, in Aberdeen 22°1,in Motherwell and Wishaw 20-7, 
in Kilmarnock 20°3, in Ayr 20°2, in Hamilton 19°7, in Kirkcaldy 19:4, and in 
Dunfermline, 18-9. 

Of the 4479 living children whose births were registered during the month, 4191, 
or 93°6 per cent., were legitimate, while 288, or 6°4 per cent., were illegitimate. 
The legitimate children of the month number 322 more than those of the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children 7 more. ‘The illegitimate rate of the month is 
0-4 less than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate varied from 91 per cent. in Kirkcaldy, 9:0 in Aberdeen, and 7°8 in Falkirk, to 
0:0 in Perth, 0°6 in Paisley, 3°4 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 3°8 in Coatbridge. 
In Glasgow this rate was 6°9 per cent., in Edinburgh 6°9, and in Dundee 5:9. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month of April numbered 2059, and 
equalled a marriage-rate of 10°3 per thousand. These marriages number 1012 more 
than in the previous month. The monthly marriage-rate is 5°2 more than that of 
the previous month, and 1°6 more than the April average. In the individual towns 
the monthly marriage-rate averaged 8°6, and varied from 12°2 in Perth, 11°8 in 
Dundee, and 11°4 in Glasgow and in Edinburgh, to 5°5 in Coatbridge, 5:9 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, and 6°4 in Dunfermline. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3093, which is

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 14°5 per thousand, which rate is 2°9 less than that 
of the previous month, and 2-2 less than the April average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rates averaged 13°5, and varied from 15-7 in Ayr, 15°4 in Glasgow, 
15°3 in Greenock, and 15-1 in Dundee, to 9:2 in Perth, 10°3 in Coatbridge, and 11°8 
in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Aberdeen this rate was 15:0, in Edinburgh 14°4, in 
Kilmarnock 14:1, in Paisley 13-9, in Kirkcaldy 13°8, in Falkirk 13-7, in Dunfermline 
13:1, in Clydebank 12:4, and in Hamilton 12:0. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 396, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 96 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
59 fewer than in March. This rate is 11 less than that of the previous month 
and 17 less than the April average. In the individual towns the infantile 
mortality rate of the month averaged 83, and varied from 116 in Greenock, 104 
in Glasgow, 102 in Dunfermline, and 100 in Dundee, to 34 in Kirkcaldy, 44 in 
Perth, and 62 in Paisley. In Edinburgh this rate was 98, in Motherwell and Wishaw 
94, in Clydebank 91, in Ayr 89, in Aberdeen 86, in Falkirk 86, in Hamilton 78, in 
Coatbridge 72, and in Kilmarnock 65. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 114, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0°6 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 16 fewer 
than in March, and 130 fewer than the April average. They include none from 
enteric fever, 2 from measles, 7 from scarlet fever, 60 from whooping-cough, 23 
from diphtheria, and 22 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from whooping- 
cough are 13 fewer than in the previous month, those from the diarrhoeas of childhood 
6 fewer, and those from measles 1 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 1 more, and 
from diphtheria 3 more. 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 38, which is 80 fewer than in March. 
In January these deaths numbered 824, in February 600, and in March 118. 

Deaths from vespiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, numbered 528, and equalled a death-rate of 2°6 per 
thousand. In January these deaths numbered 2353, in February 1361, and in 
March 845. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 254, of which 180 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 37 
less than that of the previous month, and 20 less than the April average. The 
latter number is 49 less than in the previous month, and 16 less than the April 
average.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological

APRIL 1929. 


Mean barometric pressure, 30°051 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°161 in. 


Mean temperature, 42°°8; less by 1°°7. 





Mean daily range of temperature, 12°°8 ; less by 1°°2. 

Rain, depth in inches, 1°23; less by 0°88 in. 

Wind, direction of: an excess of winds from between N.W. and N.E. 

For the fourth month in succession, conditions were mainly anticyclonic over 
the British Isles though with a few breaks. In the opening days pressure was 
high to westward, while shallow depressions passed down the North Sea. By the 
5th the anticyclone, moving from the westward, was over the British Isles, then 
moved away south-east and was followed by a new one, which maintained fair 
quiet conditions in Scotland until about the 16th. A change of type then occurred 
when a depression passed to the northward of Scotland, causing first warmer 
westerly winds for two or three days, and then northerly winds with some wintry 
precipitation. Apart from minor irregularities pressure then remained low over 
Scandinavia and high over the Atlantic until near the end of the month, when a 
fairly deep depression over the Bay of Biscay brought a short spell of easterly winds 
to the country. 

With winds from northerly points predominant both day and night temperatures 
were on the whole low, though 60° to 62° was reached at a number of places in the 
warmer spell between 16th and 18th, and 63° at Paisley on 9th; the lowest 
temperature recorded was 19° at Balmoral on 28th. The daily range of temperature 
was also low. 

The rainfall of the month varied appreciably in its relation to normal. In 
} Midlothian and East Lothian and in Banffshire and Aberdeenshire a number of 
} places had rather more than the normal amount, but over by far the greater part of 
| the country there was a deficiency, which in the south-west quarter reached 50 per 
cent. At most places in the west about half the rainfall of the month was associated 

with the depression of 16th to 19th. 
| Slight snow fell on the Grampians and in Inverness-shire on Ist, and on the 
Lammermoors on 2nd ; rather heavier amounts, mainly in showers, were experienced 
1 in East Lothian, Perthshire, Speyside and Orkney, and generally on higher ground 
i from 24th to 28th. On 26th snow lay at Grandtully to a depth of 14 inches, and 
at Drumlanrig to a depth of 2 inches. 

Gales occurred at Paisley on Ist, at North Berwick and West Linton on 18th, 
and at Lerwick on 19th, 20th and 22nd. 

Fog was chiefly confined to the River Clyde Area, and occurred at Glasgow on 
6 days and at Greenock on 5 days. 

Sunshine aggregates differed little from normal unless in the Hebrides, where, 
at Stornoway, there were 196 hours, or an excess of 27 per cent. over normal. 

Thunder was reported on lst and 4th at West Linton, on 3rd, 25th and 26th at 
Baltasound, Shetland, on 8th at Gordon Castle and Rannoch, on 9th at Drumochier, 
and on 27th at Pitlochry. 

Aurora was observed on Ist, 2nd, 4th, 5th, 7th to llth, 16th, 17th, 20th 
and 30th.

AGGREGATE OF THE SIXTEEN PRINCIPAL TOWNS —April 1929. 
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REPORT 


During the month of May 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4432 living children, of whom 2349 
were males, and 2083 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children registered is 47 less, and of female children 85 less, but 
that of male children is 38 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 21°6 per thousand. 
This rate is 0°8 less than that of the previous month, and 0:7 less than the May 
average. : 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 20-9, and varied from 
28:8 in Coatbridge, 25:1 in Greenock, 24:0 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 23°7 in 
Paisley, to 15:2 in Dunfermline, 16-1 in Ayr, and 17:1 in Falkirk. In Clydebank 
this rate was 23°6, in Glasgow 23:1, in Aberdeen 22°4, in Dundee 21°3, in Kirkcaldy 
19-3, in Kilmarnock 19:3, in Perth 19°3, in Hamilton 18-5, and in Edinburgh 17-4. 

Of the 4432 children whose births were registered during the month, 4101, or 92°5 
per cent., were legitimate, while 331, or 7:5 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month number 90 fewer, but the illegitimate children 43 
more than in the previous month. The illegitimate rate of the month, 7°5 per cent., 
is 1:1 above that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate varied from 10°] in Edinburgh, 9°3 in Perth, 8°8 in Kirkcaldy, and 8°6 in 
Aberdeen, to 0°0 in Dunfermline, 1°6 in Kilmarnock, and 1°9 in Falkirk. In 
Glasgow this rate was 7°8, and in Dundee 6:7, 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 703, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 3°4 per thousand. This number is 1356 less than that of the 
previous month. This rate is 6°9 less than that of the previous month, and 0°6 less 
than the May average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied 
from 5:9 in Dunfermline, 5:0 in Aberdeen, and 3°8 in Glasgow and in Edinburgh, to 
0:9 in Hamilton, 1:2 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Clydebank, and 1°3 in 
Coatbridge. 

Deaths registered during the month numbered 3004, which is 89 fewer than in 
April. Deducting deaths of persons with usual residence in Scotland but outwith

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the town of registration, and adding those of persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but 
with usual residence in one or other of these towns, the corrected number is found to 
be 2813 and to include the deaths of 1432 males and 1381 females. The corrected 
number is 95 less than that of the previous month, that of males being 111 less, 
while that of females is 16 more, 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 13-7 per thousand, which rate is 0°8 less than in the 
previous month, and 0-1 less than the May average. In the individual towns the 
monthly death-rate averaged 12°7, and varied from 17:1 in Kilmarnock, 14°9 in 
Dundee and in Ayr, and 142 in Glasgow, to 9°3 in Dunfermline, 10-1 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 10°5 in Hamilton, and 10°8 in Kirkcaldy. In Edinburgh the monthly 
death-rate was 13°9, in Greenock 13:9, in Aberdeen 13°8, in Paisley 13:0, in Perth 
12:2, in Coatbridge 12:0, in Falkirk 11°6, and in Clydebank 11°3. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 399, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 94 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number | 
3 more than in the previous month. This mortality rate is 2 less than that of the | 
previous month but 7 more than the May average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate averaged 85 per thousand, and varied from 141 in Kilmarnock, | 
136 in Coatbridge, and 119 in Paisley, to 21 in Perth, 40 in Dunfermline, 50 in | 
Kirkcaldy, and 51 in Hamilton. In Glasgow this rate was 101, in Edinburgh 84, in 
Dundee 94, and in Aberdeen 83. | 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 107, and equalled a — 
death-rate of 0°5 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 7 fewer | 
than in the previous month, and 74 fewer than the May average. They include | from 
enteric fever, 1 from measles, 4 from scarlet fever, 51 from whooping-cough, 22 
from diphtheria, and 28 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from whooping- 
cough number 9 fewer than in the previous month, from scarlet fever 3 fewer, and © 
from measles and from diphtheria each 1 fewer, but deaths from the diarrhcas of | 
childhood number 6 more, and from enteric fever 1 more. . 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 12, which is 26 fewer than in April. — 
In January these deaths numbered 824, in February 600, in March 118, and in April — 
38. | 

Deaths from zespiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those — | 
associated with influenza, numbered 526, and equalled a death-rate of 2°6 per | 
thousand. These deaths number 2 fewer than in April. This death-rate is the same ~ 
as it was in April, but 0°3 more than the May average. | 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 234, of which 161 were ; 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 20 ] 
fewer than in the previous month, and 17 less than the May average. The latter 
number is 19 fewer than in the previous month, and 20 less than the May average. 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


MAY 1929. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°904 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-044 in. 

Mean temperature, 50°:5; greater by 0°-9. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 14°°6; less by 0°°4. 

Rain, depth in inches, 2°74; greater by 0°30 in. 

Wind, direction of: an excess of winds from between S.E. and 8.W. 

During the first half of the month the weather was of an unsettled type, 
depressions continuing to pass north-eastwards across the country. About the 16th 
an improvement took place and this was maintained until the 21st, when another 
depression together with associated secondaries approached from the Atlantic and 
gave changeable weather. Towards the end of the month an anticylone became 
established to the north-west of Scotland, and this brought a short spell of quiet and 
mainly fair weather. At Edinburgh the extremes, at mean sea level, were 30°44 in. 
on 29th and 29°15 in. on 6th. 

At the beginning of the month temperatures were low both by day and by 
night, the morning of the Ist being very cold, the thermometer in the screen 
falling to 20°F. at Braemar and 22°F. at Eskdalemuir, The mean temperature for 
the month was, however, slightly above normal, this being largely due to a warm 
spell centred about the 27th, when Ruthwell had a maximum of 77°F. and Glen- 
branter 76°F. As in the previous month the daily range of temperature was below 
average. 

The rainfall was deficient in the northern, north-eastern and south-eastern 
counties, but elsewhere generally exceeded normal. The largest falls of rain 
occurred on the 6th and 22nd. On the 6th 1°45 inches fell at Melvich; on the 
22nd 2°19 inches at Glencroe, 1°82 inches at Arrochar and 1°78 at Ardkinglass. 

Sleet showers fell at Kirkwall on the lst, at Glenbranter on the 2nd, and at 
West Linton on the 2nd and 4th. 

Thunder was reported on 15 days but on only 4 days was it widespread. On 
the 4th, 8th and 15th the thunderstorms were confined to the eastern half of the 
country, while on the 26th they were mostly located in the western half. Hail 
showers were frequent and generally were associated with thunderstorms. 

Gales occurred at Paisley on the 7th, and at Boghall on the 10th. 

Fog was chiefly confined to the Clyde area, and occurred at Renfrew on 5 days 
and at Glasgow on 3. There were 2 days of fog at both Lerwick and Deerness. 

Sunshine totals were mostly above the average, particularly in the west and 
north, where Deerness and Stornoway had each 45 hours more than the usual May 
figures. Aberdeen, however, had a deficiency of 8 hours. 

During the month no aurora was observed.

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 20-0, and varied from 
26°3 in Coatbridge, 24°1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 22°3 in Clydebank, and 22-0.in 
Hamilton, to 14°7 in Dunfermline, 16°3 in Ayr, 16°4 in Kilmarnock, and 16°7 in 
Kirkealdy. In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 21:3, in Aberdeen 21:3, in 
Falkirk 21:0, in Paisley 20-7, in Greenock 19:7, in Dundee 19°5, in Perth 18:9, and 
in Edinburgh 18:3, 

Of the 4066 living children registered during the month, 3746, or 92°1 per eent., 
were legitimate, while 320, or 7:9 per cent., were illegitimate. The legitimate 
children of the month numbered 355 fewer than those of the previous month, and 
the illegitimate children 11 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month, 7°9 per cent., 
is 0:4 more than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate varied from 15°4 per cent. in Aberdeen, 9°8 in Ayr and in Perth, 8°7 in 
Dunfermline, and 8°6 in Greenock, to 1°8 in Kirkcaldy, 2:0 in Kilmarnock, and 4:0 
in Coatbridge. In Glasgow this rate was 7:9, in Edinburgh 7:7, and in Dundee 6°5. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2043, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 10-2 per thousand. This number is 1340 more than that of the 
previous month. This rate is 6°8 more than that of the previous month, but is 0:1 less 
than the June average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate averaged 
9-9 and varied from 17°4 in Perth, 12°9 in Aberdeen, 12°2 in Ayr, and 12:1 in 
Edinburgh, to 5:0 in Coatbridge, and 7:1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and in Clyde- 
bank. In Glasgow this rate was 10-2, and in Dundee 8:0.

49 Report. 


Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2507, and are 497 
fewer than registered in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with 
usual residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those 
of persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2318 and to include those of 1224 
males and 1094 females. The corrected number is 495 less than that of the previous 
month, deaths of males being 208 fewer and of females 287 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 11-6, which rate is 2°1 less than that of the previous 
month, and 0°8 less than the June average. In the individual towns the monthly 
death-rate averaged 10-4, and varied from 12:9 in Aberdeen, 12°8 in Greenock, 
12°6 in Dundee, and 12:2 in Glasgow, to 7:3 in Falkirk, 7°4 in Kilmarnock, and 8:9 
in Clydebank. In Edinburgh this rate was 11:7, in Perth 11°5, in Paisley 11:1, in 
Kirkcaldy 10°6, in Coatbridge 10-0, in Motherwell and Wishaw 9:4, in Dunfermline 
9°3, in Ayr 9°3, and in Hamilton 9:1. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 272, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 67 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
127 fewer than in the previous month. This rate is 27 less than that of the 
previous month but 8 more than the June average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 54, and varied from 85 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, 78 in Aberdeen and in Greenock, and 76 in Glasgow, to 17 in 
Kilmarnock, 21 in Dunfermline, 22 in Perth, and 27 in Hamilton. In Kirkealdy 
this rate was 70, in Paisley 62, in Clydebank 59, in Dundee 56, in Ayr 56, in 
Edinburgh 54, in Falkirk 53, and in Coatbridge 51. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 86, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-4 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 21 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 48 fewer than the June average. They include 2 
from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 36 from whooping-cough, 
15 from diphtheria, and 28 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Deaths from whoop- 
ing-cough number 15 fewer than in the previous month, from diphtheria 7 fewer, 
and from scarlet fever 1 fewer, but those from the diarrhceas of childhood are of 
the same number, while those from enteric fever and measles are each 1 more, 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 8, which is 4 fewer than in the previous 
month. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, in all numbered 323, and equalled a death-rate of 1:6 

per thousand. These deaths number 203 fewer than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 1-0 less than in the previous month, and 0:1 less than the June average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 209, of which 134 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 25 
less than that of the previous month, and 34 less than the June average. The latter 
number is 27 less than that of the previous month, and 37 less than the June 
average. 








Meteorological Notes. 43 


METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JUNE 1929. 
Mean barometric pressure, 29°896 in.; less than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0-073 in. 
Mean temperature, 54°:4; less by 0°:9. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 15°:0; less by 0°'4. 
Rain, depth in inches, 2°45; greater by 0°21 in. 
Wind, direction of: a slight excess of south-westerly winds. 


During the first part of the month barometric pressure was high both to the 
north and south of the British Isles and a series of depressions swept eastwards 
across the country. Pressure, however, tended to rise but became low and irregular 
between Iceland, northern Scotland and Scandinavia. About the 20th an anti- 
cyclone spread in from the Atlantic and maintained mainly fair weather for the 
remainder of the month. At Edinburgh the extremes of pressure, at mean sea level, 
were 30°35 on 21st and 29°21 on 6th. 


On the first temperature was high locally, but not until around the 12th did it 
become generally warm; on the 11th, 77° was reached at Ruthwell, and on the 12th, 
76° at Renfrew, 75° at Gordon Castle and 73° at Fort Augustus. Towards the end 
of June there was another warm spell, when on the 27th, 73° was reached at 
Glenbranter. Screen frosts occurred locally between the 5th and the 9th, but 
ground frosts were rather more widespread during the same period and also between 
the 25th and 29th. In the screen at West Linton the temperature dropped to 29° 
on the morning of the 29th, while on the morning of the 5th at Drumochter ice 
was reported one-eighth inch thick. 

Rainfall in the west and north was above the average, but over most of the 
eastern counties, particularly those in the Border district, it was much below the 
normal. At Wolfelee and Arbroath there was less than 70 per cent. of the average, 
while at Tongue there was almost 270 per cent. Previous to the last week of the 
month, which was almost rainless, rain fell somewhere on most days although 
amounts were generally not large. The largest falls occurred on the Ist, 2nd, 18th 
and 19th. On the Ist, 1:58 inches fell at Altnabreac and 1°51 inches at Achna- 
carry; on the 2nd, 1°86 inches at Lairg and 1:40 inches at Tongue; on the Ist 
and 18th, 1°18 inches fell at Glencroe, and on the 19th, 1:22 inches at Inveraray. 

Gales occurred locally between the 16th and 24th, while thunderstorms were 
reported from many districts between the 5th and 8th, and again, but less ex- 
tensively, between the 12th and 14th. During the first ten days of the month 
hail or sleet showers were rather widespread, and on the 2nd and 13th there was 
some local fog. 

In the northern half of the country there was a deficiency in sunshine for June, 
but in the south there was an excess. June ended with almost a week of bright, 
sunny days.

REPORT 


During the month of July 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4247 living children, of whom 2185 
were males, and 2062 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 181 more, of male children 147 more, and of female 
children 34 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 20°7 per thousand. 
This rate is 0-4 more than that of the previous month, but is 0°3 less than the 
July average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 20-0, and varied from 
23°6 in Greenock, 22°9 in Paisley, and 22°5 in Dundee, to 17:6 in Edinburgh, 17-6 
in Kirkcaldy, and 17:7 in Falkirk. In Glasgow the monthly birth-rate was 21:9, 
in Motherwell and Wishaw 21-7, in Hamilton 21:6, in Clydebank 20:6, in Dun- 
fermline 19:5, in Aberdeen 19°3, in Ayr 18-9, in Perth 18°6, in Coatbridge 18:1, 
and in Kilmarnock 18:0. 

Of the 4247 living children registered during the month, 3974, or 93°6 per cent., 
were legitimate, while 273, or 6:4 per cent., were illegitimate. The legitimate 
children numbered 228 more than in the previous month, while the illegitimate 
children numbered 47 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month, 6°4 per cent., is 
15 less than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 11°3 in Kirkealdy, 9:5 in Dunfermline, and 8:1 in 
Edinburgh, to 2°4 in Clydebank, 2°9 in Paisley, and 3:3 in Ayr. In Glasgow this 
rate was 6‘1, in Dundee 7°3, and in Aberdeen 7°3. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2873, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 14:0 per thousand. This number is 830 more than that of the 
previous month. This rate is 3°8 more than in the previous month, and 1°8 more 
than the July average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate averaged 
12-7, and varied from 15°5 in Falkirk, 15:4 in Dundee, 15:2 in Edinburgh, and 
15-0 in Clydebank, to 7-7 in Ayr, 8:4 in Kilmarnock, and 9°6 in Dunfermline. In 
Glasgow the monthly marriage-rate was 14:4, and in Aberdeen 14°1.

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2553, and are 46 


more than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of — 


persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2414 and to include the deaths of 


1240 males and 1174 females. The corrected number is 96 more than that of the — 


previous month, deaths of males numbering 16 more, and of females 80 more. 
The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 


corrected number of deaths was 11-7 per thousand, which rate is 0°1 more than that — 
of the previous month, and 0:3 more than the July average. In the individual — 


towns the monthly death-rate averaged 10°8, and varied from 16°5 in Perth, 12°6 
in Edinburgh, 12°3 in Glasgow, and 1271 in Dundee, to 7°] in Hamilton, 8:8 in 


Kirkcaldy, 9:1 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 9:2 in Paisley. In Aberdeen the © 
monthly death-rate was 11°7, in Ayr 11:2, in Falkirk 11:0, in Greenock 10°7, in — 


Coatbridge 10°7, in Dunfermline 10-5, in Clydebank 9:8, and in Kilmarnock 9°6. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 287, and equalled an 


infantile mortality rate of 68 per thousand of the average number of births registered — 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number — 


15 more than in the previous month. This rate is 1 more than that of the 
previous month but is 1 less than the July average. In the individual towns the 


infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 75, and varied from 213 in Perth, 93_ 


in Hamilton, and 92 in Coatbridge, to 22 in Clydebank, 32 in Paisley, and 54 in 
Ayr. In Falkirk this rate was 85, in Dunfermline 78, in Edinburgh 72, in Dundee 
70, in Aberdeen 69, in Kirkcaldy 68, in Glasgow 67, in Kilmarnock 63, in Mother- 
welland Wishaw 58, and in Greenock 57. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 93, and equalled a 


death-rate of O°5 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 7 more 


than in the previous month, but 32 fewer than the July average. They include 8 
from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 32 from whooping-cough, 15 from diphtheria, 


and 35 from the diarrheas of childhood. No deaths from enteric fever were © 


recorded in these towns during the month. In the previous month these deaths” 


numbered 2. Compared with the number in the previous month, deaths from the 


diarrhoeas of childhood are 7 more, and from measles 6 more, but those from | 


scarlet fever and diphtheria are of the same number, while those from whooping- 
cough are 4 fewer. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 3, which is 5 fewer than in the previous | 


month. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, in all numbered 291, and equalled a death-rate of 1:4 
‘per thousand. These deaths number 32 fewer than in the previous month. This 
death-rate is 0:2 less than that of the previous month, but equals the July average. 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 219, of which 152 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 10 


more than in June, and 7 more than the July average. The latter number is 18 


more than in June, and equals the July average.

METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological 
Office, Edinburgh. 


JULY 1929. 

Mean barometric pressure, 29°925 in. ; greater than the average of 1881-1915 by 
0°025 in. 

Mean temperature, 58°'3; greater by 0°:4. 

Mean daily range of temperature, 13°:8 ; less by 0°°5. 

Rain, depth in inches, 3°54; greater by 0°55 in. 

Wind, direction of: an 8 days’ excess of winds from between south-east and 
south-west. 

Apart from a short fine period centred about the 7th of the month, the first ten 
days of July were of a very unsettled type. On the 12th an anticyclone moved in 
from the Atlantic across the British Isles and gave rise to a spell of mainly bright 
weather. With the exception of a few minor interruptions the fair weather 
continued until the last few days of the month, when depressions moved eastwards 
over northern districts. At Edinburgh the extremes of pressure at mean sea level 
were 30°41 in. on 14th and 29°11 in. on 31st. . 

Temperatures at the beginning of the month were generally below the normal 
for the season, but under the influence of the bright anticyclonic conditions 
temperature increased considerably, and on the 15th and 16th the thermometer rose 
to 80° F. or over in many districts. 83° F. was reached at Ruthwell on the 15th 
and 16th and at Nairn and Paisley on the 16th, while 82° F. was recorded at 
Glenbranter on the 15th and at Renfrew on the 16th. With the renewal of 
unsettled conditions temperatures in the latter part of the month fluctuated about 
normal, On the morning of the 8th, the temperature in the screen at Ford fell to 
30° F., while ground frosts were reported from various places on the 7th, 8th, 15th, 
23rd and 25th. 

Rainfall in central Scotland and in the neighbourhood of the border was in 
general above the average July figure, while northwards of Inverness and in the 
Lothian district rainfall was below the average. In the extreme north several 
places reported less than 60 per cent. of the normal. Although the month was 
nowhere extremely wet there were some very large daily falls, and these occurred 
generally on the 4th, 10th and 31st. On the 4th there were at Greenock 3-03 inches, 
heavy rain falling continuously from 1 p.m. till 1 a.m. on the 5th. On the same 
day at Arrochar (Glen Loin) there were 2°45 in., while at Glencroe on the 4th, 9th, 
10th and 31st there were falls of 1°48 in., 1°25 in., 1°29 in. and 1:20 in. respectively, 
and similarly at Ardgour 1°98 in., 1°86 in. and 1:21 in. on the 9th, 10th and 31st. 
On the 3lst 1°76 in. fell at Ury Gardens, Stonehaven, and 1°43 in. at Balmoral. 
At Benmore there were 12°40 in. during the month. In many districts very little 
rain fell between the 12th and 26th. 

Gales occurred at Ardtornish on the 10th and at Paisley on the 9th and 10th, 
while fog was reported from Braemar, Logie Coldstone, Wick and Renfrew on the 
4th, and at a few places on 5th, 10th, llth, 16th, 17th, 18th, 20th, 21st, 28th, 29th 
and 31st. Thunderstorms were rather numerous, being reported from several 
districts on 3rd, 4th, 5th, 6th, 16th, 17th, 19th, 30th and 31st; that at Marchmont 
on the 5th was rather severe, while that at Deerness on the 17th was very 
destructive, sheep being killed and a barn struck. 

Sunshine during the month was generally above the average, but in the north- 
west, particularly in the Hebrides, there was a deficiency.

During the month of August 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 4006 living children, of whom 1995 
were males, and 2011 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 241 fewer, that of male children being 190 fewer, and 
that of female children 51 fewer. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 19°5 per thousand. 
This rate is 1°2 below that for the previous month, and 0°9 below the August 
average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 19:4, and ranged from 
24-1 in Hamilton, 23°3 in Kilmarnock, 22°7 in Coatbridge, and 22-0 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, to 14°3 in Perth, 14°6 in Dunfermline, and 16°8 in Edinburgh. In 
Glasgow this rate was 20°6,in Greenock 20°4, in Dundee 19-4, in Ayr 19-2, in 
Falkirk 19:0, in Clydebank 18-7, in Kirkcaldy 18:5, in Aberdeen 18:3, and in 
Paisley 18°2. 

Of the 4006 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3739, 
or 93°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 267, or 6'7 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children numbered 235 fewer than in the previous month, and the 


illegitimate children numbered 6 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month is 0:3 


above that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate rate 
ranged from 10:2 in Greenock and in Falkirk, and 9:7 in Aberdeen, to 0°8 in 
Motherwell and Wishaw, 2°4 in Hamilton, and 2°6 in Clydebank. In Glasgow this 
rate was 6°6, in Edinburgh 6:5, and in Dundee 9:2, 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1383, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 6°7 per thousand. This number is 1490 less than in the 
previous month. This rate is 7°3 less than in the previous month, and 0-4 less 
than the August average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate 
averaged 5:8, and ranged from 9°7 in Perth, 9°3 in Aberdeen, and 8°6 in Edinburgh, 
to 1°5 in Clydebank, 2°0 in Coatbridge, and 4-0 in Greenock. In Glasgow this rate 
was 6°8, and in Dundee 4°6. ;

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2408, and are 145 
fewer than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2216 and to include the deaths of 
1137 males and of 1079 females. The corrected number is 198 fewer than in the 
previous month, deaths of males numbering 103 fewer, and of females 95 fewer. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 10-8 per thousand, being 0°9 below that of the 
previous month, and 0:4 below the August average. In the individual towns 
the monthly death-rate averaged 104, and ranged from 14°5 in Ayr, 13°6 in Perth, 
and 11'6 in Edinburgh, to 7°9 in Clydebank, 8-1 in Dunfermline, and 8°6 in Mother- 
well and Wishaw. In Glasgow it was 10°9, in Kirkcaldy 10°8, in Dundee 10:6, in 
Aberdeen 10°5, in Falkirk 10°3, in Paisley 10°2, in Greenock 10:1, in Kilmarnock 
10:0, in Hamilton 9:9, and in Coatbridge 9:2. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 256, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 61 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
31 fewer than in the previous month. This rate is 7 below that of the 
previous month, and 7 below the August average. In the individual towns the 
infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 54, and ranged from 90 in Greenock, 
83 in Falkirk, and 73 in Dundee, to 18 in Ayr, 20 in Dunfermline, and 382 in 
Kilmarnock. In Paisley it was 66, in Glasgow 65, in Perth 64, in Edinburgh 57, 
in Hamilton 53, in Coatbridge 52, in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Kirkcaldy 49, 
in Clydebank 45, and in Aberdeen 44. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 88, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0-4 per thousand. These deaths collectively number 5 fewer 
than in the previous month, and 42 fewer than the August average. They include 
1 death from enteric fever, 9 from measles, 1 fronr scarlet fever, 20 from whooping- 
cough, 10 from diphtheria, and 47 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared 
with the numbers in the previous month, deaths from the diarrhcas of childhood 
are’ 12 more, from enteric fever | more, and from measles 1 more, but those from 
scarlet fever are 2 fewer, from diphtheria 5 fewer, and from whooping-cough 12 
fewer.

Mean temperature, 56°°7; less by 0°:4. 
Mean daily range of temperature, 11°:9; less by 2°°0. 
Rain, depth in inches, 4°46; greater by 0°77 in. 
Wind, direction of: a slight excess of south-westerly winds. 
The unsettled type of weather experienced at the end of July persisted throughout 


_ August, depression after depression passing eastwards or north-eastwards across the 


country ; towards the end of the month the track of the depressions tended to keep 
to the north of the British Isles. The intervals of fair weather were short, and 
occurred mostly between the passage of successive depressions. At Edinburgh the 
extremes of pressure at mean sea level were 30°20 in. on 25th and 29°37 in. on Ist. 

The mean temperature for the month differed little from the average, and this 
was largely due to the prevalence of mild nights, the daily range of temperature 


being frequently only a few degrees. During the first 8 days of the month, 


however, night temperatures were rather low, 34° F. being reported from Braemar 
and Balmoral on the morning of the 6th and 35° F, at West Linton on the 2nd 
and 8th. On the Ist 71° F. was reached at Dungavel, and also on the 27th at 
Dumfries, Marchmont and Ruthwell, while 70° F. cecurred at Perth on the 9th. 
Ground frosts were reported from Ford on the 2nd and 8th, and from Logie 
Coldstone on the 5th, 6th and 24th. 

The rainfall throughout Scotland was mainly above the average, the excess 
being greatest in northern, western and southern districts. Between the eastern 


- slopes of the Grampians and the east coast from the Moray Firth to the Firth of 


Tay the rainfall was generally deficient, particularly in the valleys of the Dee and 
Don, where the totals locally failed to reach 80 per cent. of the normal August 
figure. The rain days were numerous and many places had 29 rain days during the 
month ; the heaviest individual daily falls were mostly confined to the second half 
of the month. At Crieff on 17th 2°31 inches fell, and most of this between 12.30 
and 2 p.m. Other heavy daily falls were 2°80 in. at Roseneath on 4th, 2°14 in. at 
Glasdrum on 28th, 2:10 in. at Forsinard on 18th, 2°02 in. at Corrie on 16th, and 
2:00. in. at Ardgour on 28th, At Portree it was the wettest August for at least 
19 years, the month’s total being 7°59 in. 

Gales were reported from Paisley on 3rd, 23rd and 24th, from West Linton on 
Ist, Wolfelee on 3rd and from Fort Augustus on 4th. During the last few days of 
the month local fog occurred in many districts. Thunderstorms were frequent in 
occurrence and few parts of the country escaped ; they were reported from some place 
or other on Ist, 4th, 6th, 10th, llth, 16th, 17th, 22nd, 26th, 27th, 28th, 29th and 
31st. A peculiar feature of the thunderstorms was the more or less general absence 
of hail, hail being reported only from Crieff on 17th. Aurora was observed at 
Kirkwall on 2nd, and at Lerwick, Aberdeen, Braemar and Inchkeith on 14th. 

Sunshine aggregates were generally below the normal; Marchmont, however, 


‘reported having received two hours above the average August figure.

REPORT 


During the month of September 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3629 living children, of whom 1892 
were males, and 1737 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 377 fewer, of male children 103 fewer, and of female 
children 274 fewer. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18:2 per thousand. 
This rate is 1:3 less than that of the previous month, and 1:4 less than the 
September average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18-5, and varied from 
23°7 in Greenock, 23°3 in Falkirk, 20-9 in Kilmarnock, and 20°5 in Paisley, to 13°3 
in Perth, 13°8 in Dunfermline, 15°3 in Edinburgh and 15°9 in Kirkcaldy. In 
Ayr the monthly birth-rate was 20°2, in Coatbridge 19:5, in Hamilton 19°4, in 
Glasgow 18:9, in Dundee 18°5, in Clydebank 18:0, in Aberdeen 17°8, and in 
Motherwell and Wishaw 17-4. 

Of the 3629 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3387, 
or 93°3 per cent., were legitimate, while 242, or 6°7 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month numbered 352 fewer than in the previous month, 
and the illegitimate children 25 fewer. The illegitimate rate of the month, 6°7 per 
cent., is the same as in the previous month. In the individual towns the illegiti- 
mate rate of the month varied from 15:2 per cent. in Hamilton, 9°5 in Dundee, and 
8:1 in Coatbridge, to 0 in Perth, 4:0 in Paisley, and 4:2 in Clydebank. In Glasgow 
this rate was 6°6, in Edinburgh 5:7, and in Aberdeen 7:3. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1868, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 9°4 per thousand. This number is 485 more than that of 
the previous month. This rate is 2°7 more than that of the previous month, and 
0-4 more than the September average. In the individual towns the monthly 
marriage-rate varied from 13:0 in Aberdeen, 12°9 in Perth, 11°9 in Edinburgh, and 
9-6 in Glasgow, to 5°4 in Motherwell and Wishaw, 5°8 in Kilmarnock, 6:1 in 
Dundee, and 6:2 in Kirkcaldy. 


NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years. 
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Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2257, which is 
151 fewer than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2111 and to include the deaths of 
1052 males and. of 1059 females. The corrected number is 105 less than that of 
the previous month, deaths of males numbering 85 and of females 20 fewer than in 
the previous month. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 10:6 per thousand, which is 0-2 less than the 
death-rate of August, and 0-8 less than the September average. In the individual 
towns the monthly death-rate averaged 10:4, and varied from 13°4 in Coatbridge, 
13:3 in Greenock, 11:4 in Paisley, and 11°3 in Dundee, to 6°6 in Clydebank, 9:0 in 
Falkirk, and 9°3 in Dunfermline and in Ayr. In Glasgow the monthly death-rate 
was 10°6, in Aberdeen 10-6, in Kirkcaldy 10-6, in Hamilton 10:6, in Kilmarnock 
10:6, in Edinburgh 10-5, in Perth 10-0, and in Motherwell and Wishaw 9°4. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 287, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 71 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 
31 more than in the previous month. This rate is 10 more than that of the 
previous month, but 10 less than the September average. In the individual towns 
the infantile mortality rate for the month averaged 64, and ranged from 105 in 
Greenock, 88 in Dundee, and 87 in Coatbridge, to 14 in Hamilton, 17 in Falkirk, 
and 26 in Motherwell and Wishaw. In Dunfermline and in Kilmarnock it was 83, 
in Paisley and in Clydebank 81, in Glasgow 76, in Ayr 71, in Aberdeen 68, in 
Edinburgh 54, in Kirkcaldy 52, and in Perth 44. 

Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 103, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0°5 per thousand. They collectively number 15 more than in the 
previous month, but 33 fewer than the September average. These deaths include 
9 from enteric fever, 2 from measles, 1 from scarlet fever, 15 from whooping-cough, 


14 from diphtheria, and 69 from the diarrhceas of childhood. Compared with ~ 
the number in the previous month, deaths from measles are 7 fewer, and from ~ 


whooping-cough 5 fewer, while those from scarlet fever are of the same number, 


from enteric fever 1 more, from diphtheria 4 more, and from the diarrhaas of — 


childhood 22 more. 


Deaths from influenza in all numbered 9, which is 3 fewer than in the previous 
month. 


Deaths from xespiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those ; 
associated with influenza, in all numbered 246, and equalled a death-rate of 1:2 © 
per thousand. These deaths number 9 fewer than in the previous month. This © 


death-rate is the same as that of the previous month, but is 071 less than the 
September average. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 151, of which 119 were 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 22 4; 
less than that of the previous month, and 28 less than the September average. The © 
latter number is 5 more than that of the previous month, but 8 less than the ~ 


September average.

The month opened with a deep depression moving eastwards across Northern 
Scotland, but in the rear of this depression there was a decided rise of barometric 
pressure generally and this tended to persist, only minor troughs of low pressure 
moving eastwards across the country and occasionally small secondaries eastwards 
or south-eastwards to the North Sea; the tracks of depressions kept well to the 
northwards of the British Isles throughout most of the month but at the end tl.ere 
was a shift southwards, and as a result weather of an unsettled type gradually began 
to affect all districts. At Hdinburgh the extremes of pressure at mean sea Jevel 
were 30°45 in. on 25th and 29°49 in. on 19th. 

The mean temperature for the month was above the average, the warmest days 
being centred about the 8th. On the 7th 75°F. was reached at Colmonell and 
74° F. at Carnoustie, Perth, Balmoral and St. Andrews. These figures were 
exceeded on the 8th, when 79° F. was reported from Aberdeen and 76°F. from 
Marchmont and Logie Coldstone. On the llth 77°F. was recorded at Gordon 
Castle. The screen minimum temperature fell to 29°F. at West Linton on the 
13th and to 31° F. at Logie Coldstone and Balmoral on the 17th. About the centre 
and towards the end of the month ground frosts occurred in many districts. 

September’s rainfall was particularly large in northern and north-western 
districts and extremely small in the south and east, the dividing line between the 
excess and deficiency being for all practical purposes the Caledonian Canal. In 
parts of Sutherlandshire the rainfall was as much as 291 per cent. of the normal, 
while in the border counties it was locally less than 10 per cent. The largest daily 
falls occurred on the Ist, 6th, 8th and 19th, and on these dates at Loch More, 
Achfary, 1°01 in., 1°75 in., 1°41 in., and 2°08 in. fell. At Loch More the total for 
the month was 11°80 in. Other large falls on the 19th were 1°64 in. at Achna- 
shellach, 1:47 in. at Ardgour, 1°45 in. at Melvich, 1°35 in. at Glenquoich, and 1°29 in. 
at Bendamph. At Glendessary 1°08 in. fell on 19th, 1°12 in. on 20th, 1:05 in. on 
23rd, 1:07 in. on 28th, and 1:10 in. on 29th. During the month there was only 
one day without rain at Loch Carron (Ross-shire) and Portree and two at Kyleakin 
and Loch More (Achfary). The smallness of the rainfall amount in the south and east 
may be gleaned from the smallness of the following monthly totals. At Drygrange 
there was only 0°10 in., at Swinton House, Belhaven and Galashiels 0°19 in, at 
Gorebridge 0°20 in., at Marchmont and Fairnilee 0:21 in., at Newbattle 0:24 in., 
and at Inchkeith 0°25 in. 

Gales occurred extensively on Ist, 21st and 28th and locally on 2nd, 19th, 20th 
and 29th. Fog was reported from the Clyde area on the 3rd, 4th, 5th, 10th, 13th, 
16th, 17th, 18th, 26th and 29th, and at a few widely separated places on one or 
more of the following days, 4th, 5th, 6th, 7th and 26th. Thunder occurred very 
locally on the Ist, 20th and 29th, and hail on the 20th, 29th and 30th. 

Aurora was observed in northern districts on the 9th, 10th, 12th, 14th, 15th 
and 27th. 

Sunshine aggregates in the south and east were generally well above the 
normal, while in the north and north-west they were below, the excess at Edinburgh 
and Aberdeen being on the average more than | hour per day and at Stornoway the 
deficiency 1 hour per day.

REPORT 


During the month of October 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3954 living children, of whom 2070 
were males, and 1884 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 325 more, of male children 178 more, and of female 
children 147 more, 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 19:2 per thousand. 
This rate is 1:0 more than that of the previous month, but is 1:7 less than the 
| October average. é 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18°6, and varied from 
21°6 in Hamilton, 21°4 in Clydebank, and 21°3 in Greenock, to 11:7 in Kirkcaldy, 
16°4 in Dunfermline, 17:1 in Edinburgh, and 17:2 in Perth. In Motherwell and 

|Wishaw the monthly birth-rate was 20°8, in Glasgow 20°3, in Aberdeen 20-3, in 
Coatbridge 19°6, in Kilmarnock 19:0, in Ayr 18°6, in Dundee 18:2, in Falkirk 17°4, 
and in Paisley 17°3. 

Of the 3954 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3669, 
or 92°8 per cent., were legitimate, while 285, or 7:2 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month numbered 282 more than those of the previous month, 
and the illegitimate children 43 more. ‘The illegitimate rate of the month is 0°5 
higher than that of the previous month. In the individual towns the illegitimate 
rate of the month varied from 13:2 per cent. in Dunfermline, 10°0 in Ayr, 9°1 in 
Greenock, and 8°8 in Edinburgh, to 0 in Falkirk, 1°3 in Hamilton, 4:0 in Motherwell 
and Wishaw, and 4°6 in Paisley. In Glasgow this rate was 6°8 per cent., in Dundee 
8:6, and in Aberdeen 8:0. 

Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 1668, and equalled 
a marriage-rate of 8:1 per thousand. This number is 200 less than that of 
September. This rate is 1°3 less than the September rate, but 0°7 more than the 
October average. In the individual towns the marriage-rate of the month averaged 
6:5, and varied from 9°7 in Dundee, 9°2 in Glasgow, and 9:0 in Ayr, to 3°7 in Greenock, 


NOTE,—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years, 
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4-1 in Paisley, and 4°7 in Motherwell and Wishaw and in Dunfermline. In | 


Edinburgh the monthly marriage-rate was 8°9 per thousand, and in Aberdeen 7:3. 

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 2837, which is 
580 more than in the previous month. Deducting the deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 2665 and to include the deaths of 
1365 males and 1300 females. ‘The corrected number is 554 more than that of 
September, deaths of males numbering 313 more and of females 241 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 13:0 per thousand, which is 2°4 more than that 
of September, and 0°5 more than the October average. In the individual towns the 


monthly death-rate averaged 12-1, and varied from 17-2 in Perth, 17-0 in Greenock, — 





and 13-9 in Ayr, to 88 in Hamilton, 9°3 in Clydebank and in Kilmarnock, and 9°4 — 


in Falkirk. In Dundee the monthly death-rate was 13°6, in Glasgow 13:4, in 
Edinburgh 13-4, in Aberdeen 12:1, in Paisley 11-7, in Motherwell and Wishaw 11°6, 
in Kirkcaldy 11:4, in Coatbridge 10°7, and in Dunfermline 10-2. 


Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 349, and equalled an © | 


infantile mortality rate of 84 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months. These deaths number 


62 more than in September. This mortality rate is 13 more than that of © 


September, but equals the October average. In the individual towns the infantile 


mortality rate of the month varied from 103 in Greenock, 97 in Dundee and in | 


Kilmarnock, and 95 in Hamilton, to 40 in Dunfermline, 43 in Perth, and 49 in | 
Falkirk. In Glasgow this rate was 92, in Paisley 92, in Motherwell and Wishaw ~ 
83, in Clydebank 80, in Aberdeen 77, in Kirkcaldy 69, in Ayr 69, in Edinburgh 64, — 


and in Coatbridge 54. 


Deaths from the principal epidemic diseases numbered 111, and equalled a — 


death-rate of 0-5 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 8 more than in the 
previous month, but 12 fewer than the October average. These deaths included 
7 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, 8 from whooping-cough, 35 from diphtheria, and 
58 from the diarrhoeas of childhood. No deaths from enteric fever were registered 
in these towns during the month. In the previous month there were 2. Compared 
with the number in the previous month, deaths from the diarrhoas of childhood are 
11 fewer, and those from whooping-cough 7 fewer, but those from scarlet fever are 2 
more, from measles 5 more, and from diphtheria 21 more. 

Deaths from influenza numbered 22. In July these deaths numbered 3, in 
August they numbered 12, and in September they numbered 9. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those 
associated with influenza, in all numbered 349, and equalled a death-rate of 1:7

per thousand. These deaths numbered 103 more than in the previous month. This | 


death-rate is 0°5 more than that of the previous month, but is 0°3 less than the 
October average. 


Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 202, of which 147 were 


attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 51 | 
more than in the previous month, and 2 more than the October average. The | 


latter number is 28 more than that of the previous month, but 1 less than the 
October average. 
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METEOROLOGICAL NOTES supplied by the Meteorological

The unsettled weather which set in towards the end of September persisted 
throughout the first nine days of October; after this date until the 15th conditions, 
except in western and northern districts, were somewhat more settled ; about 16th | 
disturbed weather became general and continued until the 29th, when there was 
again a slight improvement. The mean barometric pressure for the month was. 
well below the normal. At Edinburgh the extremes of pressure at mean sea level 
were 30°51 in. on 31st, and 28°94 in. on 6th. 

Temperature on the whole differed little from the average, the mildest spell 
occurring between the 12th and 16th. On the 14th 66°F. was reached at 
Aberdeen, while on the same morning the screen minimum did not go below 55° F. 
at Renfrew and Inchkeith. During the last ten days of the month the nights were | 
rather cold, the screen minimum falling at Braemar on 3lst to 21° F., and at 
Kilmarnock on 27th and at West Linton on 3lst to 22°F. Ground frosts were 
common, being reported every day from some place or other except on 2nd, 10th to 
14th, and on 23rd. The grass minimum on the 26th was 12° F: at Arbroath. 

The rainfall over most of the country exceeded the average October amount ; 
the areas with a deficiency of rainfall were confined chiefly to the Dee Valley and 
to the south-eastern counties. At Lerwick there was more than 200 per cent. of 
the normal, and at Logie Coldstone and Wolfelee under 80 per cent. A prominent 
feature was the number of days with heavy local falls. Over an inch of rain fell 
on three ‘different days at Ardtornish, Glenorchy Manse, Kinlochmoidart, Mallaig 
Manse, Loch Carron, Loch More and Bendamph ; on four at Forest Lodge, Ardgour, 
Glenhurich Forest, Port M‘Donnell, Achnacarry and Dalnaspidal; on six at 
Forsinard; on seven at Glendessary and Ratagan and on eight at Glenquoich. 
Over two inches of rain fell at Loch More, Bendamph, Ardgour, Glenhurich 
Forest, Forsinard, Glendessary and Ratagan on one of these days ; at Achnacarry 
on two and at Glenquoich on four, the largest individual fall reported being 3:00 
in. from Glenquoich on the 13th. 

Gales occurred over a wide area on 2nd, 3rd and 10th, and locally on Ist, 4th, 
7th, 11th-13th, 16th, 17th, 20th, 23rd and 28th. In districts adjacent to the 
Clyde there was local fog reported on the 4th, 15th, 19th, 21st, 25th, 27th-29th 
and 31st, and at a few widely separated places on 15th, 16th, 19th and 29th. 

Thunder occurred extensively between the 2nd and 7th, and locally on the 10th, 
24th, 25th and 27th. 

Snow, sleet or hail fell in many places on Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 4th, 6th, 8th, 11th, 19th, 
20th, 24th-28th and 30th; the hilltops near Coldstream and on Deeside were 
reported coated with snow on the 2nd, at Carrbridge and on Loch Lomondside on 
3rd, and at Achnashellach and in Morayshire on the 4th. Later in the month, 
particularly on 25th, the snow was more widespread, but on the low ground no 
appreciable falls were reported. | 

Aurora was observed over a wide area on the 7th and 8th, being on these dates 
visible as far south as Dumfriesshire, and less extensively on 9th, 17th, 23rd-25th, 
27th, 30th and 31st. 

Sunshine aggregates were about normal, Edinburgh having, however, 24 hours 
above normal.

During the month of November 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3703 living children, of whom 1868 
were males, and 1835 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 251 fewer, of male children 202 fewer, and of female 


children 49 fewer. 


The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18°6 per thousand. 


This rate is 0°6 less than that of the previous month, and 1°6 less than the 


November average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18°5, and varied from 
24-7 in Coatbridge, 22°8 in Greenock, and 21:1 in Clydebank, to 14°7 in Dunferm- 
line, in Kirkcaldy, and in Falkirk, and 15:3 in Edinburgh. In Paisley the monthly 
birth-rate was 20°3, in Perth 20°3, in Glasgow 19:9, in Motherwell and Wishaw 18°9, 
in Ayr 18:6, in Hamilton 18:2, in Aberdeen 17:9, in Dundee 17:2, and in ‘Kil- 
marnock 16:1.

The first half of the month was characterised by a series of troughs, associated 
with low barometric pressure centres to the northward, moving eastwards across the 
British Isles. Pressure became relatively high over the United Kingdom for a 
short period centred about the 15th, but from then onwards until the end of the 
month the pressure system was dominated by secondaries to depressions off the 
western seaboard. On the average barometric pressure was below normal. At 
E.linburgh the extremes of pressure at mean sea level were 30°32 in. on Ist and 
28°93 in. on 11th and 25th. 

The mean temperature for the month approximated to the average. Early 
moraing ground frosts were experienced somewhere or another daily excepting on 
‘the mornings of 5th, 8th, 23rd, 26th, 29th and 30th, on the whole the frosts being 
more frequent over eastern districts than in the west. The screen minimum fell to 
‘11° F. on the 18th at Balmoral, to 14° F. on the 16th and 18th at Logie Coldstone, 
‘and to 19°F, at Renfrew on the 16th. The temperature on the grass at Logie 
Coldstone on the 16th was 8° F. and on the 18th 7° F., while at Arbroath 7° F. was 
recorded on the 15th and 10° F. on the 14th, 16th and 17th. 

The rainfall totals over the greater part of Scotland were above the November 
average, the excess being most pronounced in the southern half of the country. 
The month was, however, decidedly deficient in rainfall over most of the counties of 
Moray, Nairn, Banff and Aberdeen, and only somewhat less so in parts of Ross, 
Inverness and Sutherland. There were very few dry days, the driest period 
occurring between the 14th and 17th, while the heaviest falls of rain occurred about 
the 4th, 7th, 10th, 12th, 18th and 25th. Amongst the largest daily falls were at 
Ardgour 3°26 in., Glencroe 3°06 in., and Glenhurich 2°49 in., all on the 4th, while 
Glenhurich had also 2:60 in. on the 12th. There were 6 days with over an inch at 
Glencroe, 5 at Carsphairn, and 4 at Forest Lodge, Ashnacarry, Glenquoich and 
Inveraray. 

Gales occurred over a wide area on the 4th, 7th, 12th, 18th, 19th and 24th, and 
locally on 2nd, 3rd, 5th, 8th, 9th, 11th, 20th, 22nd, 23rd and 25th. Fog was 
reported from the Glasg>w area on the 2nd and 6th and also frequently between the 
13th and 22nd; during this period large areas of southern and eastern: Scotland 
were also affected. Again many places reported fog during the last two or three 
days of the month. 

Thunder was reported from mainly western districts on the 6th and between the 
8th and 12th, and again, but mostly from the south-east, on the 25th. 

Snow, sleet or hail fell in most areas between the 8th and the 19th, and very 
locally on the 3rd, 4th and 27th; the snow was reported lying in some districts 
between the 12th and 20th. 

Aurora was visible on the nights of Ist, 2nd, 3rd, 6th, 8th, 11th, 12th, 16th, 
20th, 24th and 26th, those on the nights of the Ist and 2nd being the most widely 
reported; that of the lst was seen at places as widely separated as Lerwick, 
Stornoway and Eskdalemuir. 

Although the month was on the whole of an unsettled character, sunshine 
ageregates were generally above the average November figure.

REPORT 


During the month of December 1929 there were registered in the Sixteen 
Principal Towns of Scotland, those burghs which at the date of the 1921 Census 
had populations of over 30,000, the births of 3876 living children, of whom 2006 
were males, and 1870 were females. Compared with the number in the previous 
month, that of all children is 173 more, of male children 138 more, and of female 
children 35 more. 

The monthly birth-rate in these towns taken collectively was 18:8 per thousand. 
f This rate is 0-2 more than that of the previous month, but is 1°3 less than the 
i} December average. 

In the individual towns the monthly birth-rate averaged 18-7, and varied from 
26°2 in Coatbridge, 25:5 in Hamilton, and 21:2 in Greenock, to 13:7-in Dunfermline, 
14°8 in Falkirk, 15:2 in Edinburgh, and 15°5 in Aberdeen. In Kilmarnock the 
© monthly birth-rate was 20°8, in Glasgow 20°6, in Clydebank 20°1, in Dundee 19:0, 
{in Motherwell and Wishaw 18-3, in Kirkcaldy 17:9, in Perth 17-2, in Ayr 16-7, and 
Bin Paisley 16:3. 

: Of the 3876 living children whose births were registered during the month, 3613, 
or 93:2 per cent., were legitimate, while 263, or 6°8 per cent., were illegitimate. The 
legitimate children of the month number 138 more than in the previous 
month, and the illegitimate children number 35 more. ‘The illegitimate rate of 
the month, 6°8 per cent., is 0°6 more than that of the previousmonth. In the individual 
towns this rate varied from 11°9 per cent. in Kilmarnock, 10°0 in Hamiton, and 9°5 
(jin Aberdeen, to 0 in Perth, 3°9 in Coatbridge, 4:3 in Falkirk, and 4°5 in Dun- 
M@fermline. In Glasgow this rate was 68, in Edinburgh 6:3, and in Dundee 7°9. 
Marriages registered in these towns during the month numbered 2175, and equalled 
Ma marriage-rate of 10°6 per thousand. This number is 994 more than in November. 
This rate is 4°7 more than that of the previous month, and 1:3 more than the December 
average. In the individual towns the monthly marriage-rate varied from 15:3 in 
Aberdeen, 12°3 in Falkirk, 11°5 in Ayr, 11°2 in Kilmarnock, and 11:1 in Perth, to 
NOTE.—The averages used for comparison are the means of the same rates in the 
corresponding months of the three preceding years.

Deaths registered in these towns during the month numbered 3158, which is _ 
434 more than in the previous month. Deducting deaths of persons with usual 
residence in Scotland but outwith the town of registration, and adding those of 
persons dying elsewhere in Scotland but with usual residence in one or other of 
these towns, the corrected number is found to be 9940 and to include the deaths of 
1497 males and 1443 females. The corrected number is 389 more than that of 
November, deaths of males numbering 198 more and of females 191 more. 

The monthly death-rate in these towns taken collectively and based on the 
corrected number of deaths was 14°3 per thousand, which rate is 1°5 more than that 
of the previous month, but 1-4 less than the December average. In the individual towns — 
the monthly death-rates, corrected, averaged 130, and varied from 15:8 in Paisley and 
in Perth, and 15°3 in Kirkcaldy, to 8°5 in Hamilton, 9:2 in Motherwell and Wishaw, | 
9-3 in Clydebank, and 9°6 in Dunfermline. In Glasgow the monthly death-rate was 
15:2, in Edinburgh 15:1, in Coatbridge 14°8, in Falkirk 14:8, in Aberdeen 14:3, in- 
Greenock 13-9, in Dundee 12°5, in Kilmarnock 12:1, and in Ayr 11°38. 

Deaths of children of less than one year old numbered 386, and equalled an 
infantile mortality rate of 93 per thousand of the average number of births registered 
monthly in these towns during the preceding twelve months, This mortality rate 
is 15 above that of the previous month, but 27 below the December average. 
In the individual towns the infantile mortality rate of the month averaged 84, 
and varied from 167 in Ayr, 147 in Hamilton, 112 in Glasgow, and 105 in Paisley, 
to 32 in Kilmarnock, 46 in Clydebank, 57 in Motherwell and Wishaw, and 58 in 
Greenock. In Kirkcaldy the infantile mortality rate of the month was 103, in 

Coatbridge 85, in Dunfermline 82, in Aberdeen 76, in Edinburgh 72, in Dundee 7], ~ 
in Falkirk 68, and in Perth 64. : 

Deaths from the principal epidemie diseases numbered 138, and equalled a 
death-rate of 0°7 per thousand. These deaths collectively numbered 28 more than in © 
November, but 48 fewer than the December average. These deaths included 3 from 
enteric fever, 51 from measles, 13 from scarlet fever, 15 from whooping-cough, 31 
from diphtheria, and 25 from the diarrhoas of childhood. Compared with the 
number in the previous month, deaths from measles are 27 more, from scarlet | 
fever 9 more, from enteric fever 3 more, and from diphtheria 1 more, but those from _ 
whooping-cough are of the same number, while those from the diarrhaas of childhood — 
are 12 fewer. ; 

Deaths from influenza in all numbered 25. In September these deaths numbered | 
9, in October 22, and in November 35. 

Deaths from respiratory diseases other than phthisis, but exclusive of those — 
associated with influenza, in all numbered 565, and equalled a death-rate of 2°7 | 
per thousand, These deaths numbered 117 more than in the previous month. This | 
death-rate is 0°'4 more than that of the previous month, but 09 less than the 
December average. | 

Deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease numbered 197, of which 143 wer 3 
attributed to tuberculosis of the respiratory system. The former number is 37 
more than that of the previous month, but 9 less than the December average. The 
latter number is 22 more than that of the previous month, but 11 less than the | 

December average.

Practically throughout the month the barometric pressure was low to the south 
of Iceland and associated secondary depressions, frequently of a vigorous character, 
swept eastwards or north-eastwards across the British Isles. For a few days, 
(however, between the 16th and 20th, an anticyclone rather dominated the pressure 
| distribution as it moved eastwards across the southern half of the British Isles to 
#) Central Europe. The mean barometric pressure was distinctly below the average, 
6| the mean given above being the lowest for December since 1868. At Edinburgh the 
7) extremes of pressure at mean sea level were 80°70 in. on 17th and 28°37 in. on 5th. 


While the mean temperature for the month was above the average there were 
Jionly three mornings, the 4th, 6th and 14th, on which ground frost was not reported 
from some place or other. At Smeaton and Logie Coldstone there were 25 mornings 
with ground frost. On the 13th at Dumfries and Smeaton the maximum rose to 
(56° F. and at Edinburgh, Cupar and Perth to 55° F., this latter figure also being 
“recorded on the 14th at Leuchars and Arbroath. On the 22nd the maximum at 
i) Renfrew was only 25° F. On the same morning the grass minimum at Balmoral was 
8° F. and the screen minimum 15° F., the corresponding figures for Renfrew being 
410° F. and 14° F. 

1 The month was a very wet one, only a few places in coastal districts along 
6)Cromarty Firth reporting totals less than the normal, while in many parts the 
}rainfall was more than 200 per cent. of the normal, many areas experiencing floods. 
y|There were many large daily falls, these being centred mostly around the Ist, 5th, 
12th, 20th and 28th. Daily falls of over one inch occurred on 7 days at Corrie, 
¥ Nuthill and Glenhurich, on 8 at Forrest Lodge and Kinlochquoich, on 9 at Glen- 
* branter, Arrochar and Glenorchy Manse, and on 10 at Glencroe. 2°47 inches fell at 
Corrie on the 11th. 

Gales were of frequent occurrence and generally rather widespread, the only days 
‘jon which gales were not reported being the 15th, 16th, 17th and 3lst. Gusts of 
/\70 m.p.h. or over were recorded at Kirkwall on 13th, 20th and 24th. Fog occurred 
locally in the southern districts, particularly in the Clyde area on the 2nd, 11tb, 
17th, 18th and 30th, and between the 21st and 25th and at Logie Coldstone on the 
Ist, 2nd, 4th, 5th, 11th, 22nd, 23rd and 28th. 

Thunderstorms were reported, mostly from western and north-western counties on 
the 2nd, 5th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 12th, 14th, 16th and 23rd, that of the 9th being 
rather severe. 

Snow, sleet or hail fell at times in many parts, mostly between the 7th and 11th, 
and from the 18th until the end ofthe month, the falls of snow being heavy locally 
@about the 20th; at Otterden (Maybole) 5 in. lay on the 20th and at Glenbranter 
4 in. on the 21st. 

Aurora was observed in nothern districts on 3rd, 4th, 5th, 6th, 9th, 16th, 17th, 
M 20th, 22nd, 24th and 29th. 

In spite of the month being very disturbed sunshine aggregates were good, the 
1} December normals being usually exceeded, the excess in eastern districts being 
® locally over 30 per cent.
